Camp sani* 
tation, scientific rationing, business or- 
ganization of the supply service—these 
things count, but the big vital factor fat 
sa«ing husbands and sons for the 
women who wait at home is the effi- 
ciency of the medical service.

How the Red Cross Prepared 


Two years before America entered the

Throughout the whole ancient world, in fact, . 


slavery was a recognized institution. Cleopatra, 
pgypt's famous Queen, impressed thousands into 
her service. And most imperial of mistresses she 
was, for the slightest disobedience to her- wishes 
,_by a.slave meant instant death. In his campaigns

Thus the steady stream of slaves is kept moving. 


There is a hasty embrace, a kiss on each cheek, 
tearg and shrieks of agony as families are torn 
apart, and the ones chosen for deportation hastened 
to the waiting trains. 


Back of the platforms struggle those left behind, 


supplicating the soldiers to permit them to give to 
their departing loved ones the little bundles of 
clothing, food and other comforts, which they had 
purchased by selling their last household utensils, 
and which would help to ease the tiresome trip of 
standing packed in freight cars for the next 30 to 
60 hours nlleu with many delays along the line to— 
they knew not -where. 


From official French and Belgian sources have 


come vivid descriptions of the deportation of girls 
and women into slavery somewhere behind the 
German lines, where they are compelled under tor- 
ture, in many cases, to become the "companions" 
of the Kaiser's officers. There are on file affidavits 
of French and Belgian girls and women between 
the ages of 15 and 35 whose fate at the hand* of 
the conquering Germans has brought them such 
heartrending and appalling experiences that they 
are begging for death as the only welcome re- 
lease from their terrible plight. 


The affidavit of a certain cultured daughter of a 


wealthy and well known French family that for- 
merly lived in the city of Lille, only too plainly re- 
veals the fate of thousands of other girls ruthlessly 
torn from their homes and thrust into slavery of 
the most degrading sort or forced to become the 
unwilling mothers of German children.

At Eleven Thousand Feet. 


In the Cadore, north of Cortina and near the 


Marmolata mountain, which is almost 11,000 feet 
high, there Is a good-sized town consisting en- 
tirely of entrenchments, dugouts and caves. All 
of the caves are furnished with rough furniture • 
made on the spot. In the officers' quarters are 
beds of moss, and the walls are covered with 
military cloaks and festooned with Ivy and fir 
cones. 


Near by is a chapel which was cut in one 


side of an enormous spire of rock where it is 
sheltered from Austrian shells. A portable altar 
has been erected and the soldiers have lined the 
walls of the chapel with pieces of bright quartz, 
scraps of colored cloth and the silver and gold 
paper from cigar and cigarette packages. 


Another section of this camp is reserved as 


an open space in which amusements are given 
such as plays, wtih officers and men mingling in 
the a-udiences. 
Games.are also played, except 


during times of heavy fighting.

dling explosives for blasting purposes Is proving 
of tremendous advantage to them in waging war 
on the Alpine heights against the Austrlans. 


American Experience Helps 


Military observers who have seen the work of 


Italian soldiers once employed in digging the sub- 
ways of New York City declare that these men 


, are better fitted than any other soldiers to com- 
bat the guerilla methods used by the Austrians, 
who conceal themselves In forests, behind crags 
and in mountain fastnesses to greet their adver- 
saries with a storm of steel and lead or hurl 
down upon them huge boulders as the Italians 
charge up the precipitous and rocky slopes to 
the attack. 


Shortly after entering the war, Italy called her 


reserves to the colors. From the United States 
there hastened, home thousands of mer, who had 
emigrated to seek work and opportunity In ex- 
change for their robust services which 'did not 
seem to be available in their own land.

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WITH SCHMITZ A NEW SUPERVISOR 
ROLPH CLAIMS ELECTION TRIUMPH 
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CAMP FREMONT, STILL AN HONOR 
POST, HAS A BRIGHTER OUTLOOK 


AX FRANCISCO, Xov. 10.— 
The result of the election has 
already been reckoned a per- 
sonal triumph for Mayor Rolph. 
He admits this much himself. 
His candidate for city attorney 
was 
overwhelmingly 
elected, 


and all but three of his super- 
visorial candidates got in. As 
he has a considerable majority 


of the holdovers, the official affairs of the city are 
confirmed for the next two years in the direction they 
have taken in the last two—unless the lively expecta- 
tion comes to pass as to the Republican gubernatorial 
nomination. That is already being discussed, and the 
conclusion, at least on the part of the mayor's sup- 
porters, is that the mayor's chances for the higher 
office have been improved by Tuesday's outcome. The 
argument the other way, also met with, is that this 
was a city election, in which influences could be brought 
to bear on many classes and coteries; that a State 
election is "very different, the forces being without the 
pale of influences that were potent in this; and bo- 
sides, that geography will figure; two United States 
Senators and a governor from one city would certainly 
be asking a good deal oi me oilier sections of the State 
of California. 
Schmitz Redivivus 


The feature of the election, of course, is the official 


reincarnation of Schmitz. If I remember aright, he' 
has run tnice since the cataclysm. His prior attempt 
was when he ran for mayor against Rolph two years 
ago. In the campaign he developed strength that 
alarmed many citizens who were otherwise indiffer- 
ent, and who turned out and voted to prevent what 
they regarded at the time as a catastrophe. It has been 
many times asserted that had anybody else been run- 
ning, Rolph would have had a tight tit to get in. But he 
had the choice over the former incumbent. Better than 
an even bet could be obtained if the fight were to bd 
repeated now, that the former mayor would beat the 
present mayor. It was rather astonishing in the last 
mayor fight that so many prominent citizens stood for 
"Gene." I never heard anybody attempt to justify 
himself for such an attitude. Perhaps there was a 
feeling at this election that it would not be much 
worse if Schmitz replaced one of the present board. 
Perhaps there was a curiosity as to what would hap- 
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doubtedly some sort of idea that he would worry some 
of those who have been prominent in siiaping the 
course of the city's governing body. For there is no 
doubt that he is of a higher political caliber than a 
majority of the eighteen. 
The New Ballot Law 


The new election laws were put in practice here for 


the first time last Tuesday. There is almost a unan- 
imous opinion that they do not work well. Especially 
so the provision that the counting of ballots must be 
done at the office of the registrar. There are 543 pre. 
cincts in the city, each of which had four election offi- 
cers, and when the polls were closed the officers cf 
each gathered up the ballot boxes and election records, 
an army mobilized and converged on the city hall. Tn 
theory, counting by the registrar simplifies election 
day activities, but in reality what happened at the first 
practical demonstration was that an unwieldy con- 
course invested the registrar's office with their para- 
phernalia, and as the matter of receiving and receipt- 
ing for each one's returns consumes at least a minute 
or two, it was away late before the last one was able 
to turn in his records. And in the meantime, counting 
had not proceeded with promptness and celerity. Some 
of the election officials were women, and they were 
detained in not entirely congenial surroundings. It is 
the general agreement that the ballots and poll lists 
v-pro ^OT-T in^prure after thev were delivered at the 
registrar's olfice. and that errors, intentional and 
otherwise, ^ere much more likely to happen than under 
the old plan of counting in the booths. The counting 
did not finally proceed as rapidly as it would have 
proceeded under the old system, and altogether the 
new law failed to demonstrate its superiority. 
Telephone Embroglio 


There docs not seem to be as much danger of a de- 


morali/Jng strike among telephone employees as might 
be gathered from the reports. At least, telephone offi- 
cial maintain that this is the case. There are 2000 
telephone girls employed here. It is represented that 
they lake little interest in the agitations that were 
started in northern cities, and that have eventuated in 
fctrikes at Portland and Seattle. The nature of their 
employment is not favorable to the union idea in its 
stricter sense. A very small per cent of the girls' enter

The Newlands Committee

and to improve upon its regulation. This has been 
found to be necessary on account of the war. Rail- 
roads everywhere are accepted as the great factor in 
this struggle, at least next to the soldiery.

saved by the French railways, which, enabled her 
to rush her forces to the front where they were most 
needed. Per contra, the collapse of the Russian roads 
has brought disaster to that country. ISfot only has 
there been an approach to famine in different parts of 
the empire, though there is said to be food in abund- 
ance in the far reaches of the country, but an embargo 
on military aid exists as to Japan. There is no trans- 
portation for its \ ast armies that might be called upon 
to go to the front. In the final analysis railroads may 
be said to have been the deciding factor in every im- 
portant development of the war. These facts are not 
within the scope of the Rowlands committee, but are 
emphasized because of its presence. The task of the 
Newlands committee is to help out the railroads of 
the country—at least to see that they are not neces- 
sarily namperea. in otner nines mey were uoie u» 
exercise undue power in politics, which led to what 
the Senator termed "an area of punitive legislation, 
which has become a habit of mind." The era of rail- 
road domination is past, and the pendulum has swung 
the other way. The committee was recommended by 
President Wilson and was treated by an act of Con- 
gress originating in the Senate. It is a feeler, to get the 
consensus of public opinion as to national regulation 
of interstate lines. Railroad commissioners from CaL- 
foruia and Arizona have 'been in attendance, and rail- 
road managers of the big lines centering here have 
taken part in the discussions. 
The Viaduct to Be Built 


A definite move has at last been made to build the 


viaduct across the Embarcadero at the Ferry building. 
Proposals have been invited to furnish the steel super- 
structure, the same to be opened December 6. It will 
be some time, however, before relief can be afforded 
in the completion of this structure. The steel will 
have to come from the East, and in the present con- 
gested state of the iron trade it is likely to be some 
time after the contract is let before the material 
arrives. The foundations, however, will be put in ready 
for the erection of the superstructure as soon, as it 
gets here. This viaduct will convey passengers to 
footage on the north side of Market. It is the inten- 
tion to build another viaduct on the south side if this 
one "works" as it is expected to. For twenty years, 
at least, a viaduct or -\ iaducts across the Embarcadero, 
to carry those going to or coming from the Ferry 
building above the maelstorm of vehicle traffic, has 
been urged and discussed. For one reason and another 
it has been delayed, while the need for it has grown. 
It used to be that there was more travel on the north 
side than on the south. That is why the first viaduct 
was designed for that side. But with the erection of 
the great Southern Pacific building on the south side 
the situation has been raersed. 
Mysterious McCarthy 


One of the mysteries of the recent election was the 


support of Hennessy by P. H. McCarthy. The signs 
had been strong for some time that McCarthy and tim 
mayor were hunting in pairs. McCarthy was boosting 
the mayor's candidacy for Governor in such a way 
thai it was figured that if the mayor succeeded ia 
getting the nomination hfc woud resigti, and as his suc- 
cessor would have to be elected by the Board of Super- 
visors from among its members, it would be arranged 
that one of the supervisors serviceable to the mayor 
would resign and that McCarthy would be appointed 
in his place, and then, being eligible, •would be elected 
to ihe maj orally. But this support of Ifeuuessy Im 
mystified a goou many who were figuring the dope. 
.The mayor's heart was very much set on Lull. It womd 
not seem there could be a very big agreement between 
the two when McCarthy went philandering for Hen- 
nessy.

Those best able to judge doubt that he will take a hand 
in the next gubernatorial campaign.

pressed himself as to Stephens' chances he was merely 
giving his opinion as to the general aspect of the situa- 
tion. The relations of the Senator and Governor are 
not cordial. The situation has been likened to that 
which existed between Roosevelt and Taft. 
Taft's 


elevation to. the presidency was due to the exertions 
of T. R. Stephens' succession to the governorship was 
due to appointment by Johnson. Both T. R. and John- 
son seemed to count on being powers behind. At any 
rate, they appeared to expect some form of recogni- 
tion which they failed to receive, and both became em- 
bittered. It ia not believed, however, that the Sena-

The City's Music Enterprises 


The city's subsidized music enterprises have now 


been running eight months. As has been told before, 
Lemare has been engaged as the official organist, to 
play and have charge of the great instrument at the 
Municipal Auditorium, at a compensation of §10,000 
a year. He has given four concerts a month, admis- 
sion to which has been the nominal price of 10 cents. 
In the first month the receipts were §1969.95, and the 
total expense but §873. It was felt that the engage- 
ment of Lemare was proving to be a fine stroke of 
business, as well as an achievement of approved 
artistic judgment The receipts for May were $1264.40, 
still showing a margin to the good, but the receipts 
of no month since have been equal to the outlay. For 
June they were §610.15, for July §851.85, for August 
S674.40, for September §5i6.45, for October §646.85. 
The seven months' receipts, however, were §6664.05, 
against an expense of §6111. There has never been a 
question as to Lemare's artistic ability, the only dis- 
cussion of the arrangement being as to the rather 
tight control of the organ that he maintains. It does 
not appear whether the definite plan is to refuse the 
use of the noble instrument to musicians competent 
to perform on it, but no other organist has so far 
figured 
at the keyboard, though it is under- 


stood that applications have been made for the 
permission.

liquidate the leases that had been bought in in clearing 
the site, and to finance the construction of an outfall 
sewer, both of which involve an expense of $150,000. 
On June 28, at the inception of the Camp Fremont en- 
terprise, an assemblage of business men nominally 
agreed to stand the incidental expense of locating the 
military camp at Palo Alto, which it was then esti- 
mated would be less than $100,000. On the strength 
of that Clerk Dunnigan, under the direction of the 
mayor, proceeded to make contracts with leaseholders 
to vacate their premises. The State authorities then 
butted in and demanded an outfall sewer. On account 
of this, as it appeared at the time, the war department 
announced the abandonment of the whole Palo Alto 
proposition. In striving to get it back on a going basis 
Senator Phelan came through with the assurance that 
the sewer would be provided for by citizens. But the 
squabbles appeared to chill public interest in the 
undertaking, and nothing was done about the informal 
obligation to meet the incidental expenses. But when 
Captain Chaffee served notice on the mayor that the

"The Priest of 


Stephen Graham's First 
Novel Is a Sort of Modern 
"Pilgrim's Progress." 


We have known Stephen Graham as 


a student anU writer of things Rus- 
sian, as a Briton who has loved Rus- 
sia so well that he had almost for- 
saken England and ways English and 
if we had been told that he had writ- 
ten a novel could not doubt that It 
was anything other than the result 
of his life and studies In the land of 
the Czar and of Korensky. 


But Stephen Graham's first novel 


bears no Imprint at all of his twenty 
years In Russia unless it be a leflec- 
tion of a simple religion lie may have 
evolved while there. IL is a soit of 
modern "Pilgrim's Progress," an ap- 
peal for Idealism, a rambling stoj-y 
of a man who may or may not be a 
gymbol of Christ. 


Hampden, 
the "Servant 
In the 


House" of this novel, is an English- 
man who believes in the spiritual 
awakening and innate goodness of his 
country. To England comes Washing- 
ton King, an "impossible" American, 
who would buy the old things that 
stand for tradition that he might take 
them back to Implant them in the 
sol! of the United States. With Hamp- 
den, King walks over British soil, the 
one to see what he may buy and the 
other to see what the English will not 
part with. They visit scenes of historic 
interest, quaint out-of-the-way places, 
and the reader is given odd bits of 
historic Information at each halt In 
the journey. Hampden preaches ser- 
mons on the way and discourses with 
his American friend, unfolding a Phil- 
osophy of optimism and of simple re- 
ligion as they go. 


In the end the American breaks 


away from the "too slow" Briton, 
Hampden goes to the war and the 
stories of other interesting characters 
are made complete. 
In Hampden, the wandering mystic, 


who preaches religious Idealism and 
devotion to early traditions and le- 
gends, Graham has produced an un- 
usual figure and the story he has 
•written, In this day and age, Is one 
that Is even more unusual There is 
a serenity about the volume to be 
found in few modern books and an 
atmosphere and fulsclnatlon of the 
Mystery Play, Yet the story Is one 
Of today. There are few men living 
who could write tills book. One feels 
that it will never be a best seller, but 
that to many It will become, as books 
go, a "best" friend." — A. B. S.

phony seems to have stirred up in Its 
two performances thus far the usual 
amount of deproclative comment that 
invariably greets a composition in 
which the writer dares to be individ- 
ual. What there is about originality 
that incites certain types of critics to 
utterances devoid of any real crit- 
icism or appreciation is a problem best 
left to a psycho-analyst. It is such a 
relief to find a critique written with 
polso and sobriety that I cannot re- 
frain from reproducing- excerpts from 
an excellent one by Eric do Lamarter 
of Chicago in the Boston Transcript: 


"Oplnon on John Alden Carpenter's 


new symphony Is a puzzling blend of 
awe that he did what he did, and be- 
wilderment as to why he did it in the 
manner he chose, The first perform- 
ance in Chicago is now several days 
in the past, but the bewilderment and 
the awe persist. What the East had 
to say after the first hearing of tho 
music early this past summer at the 
LHchfield County Choral Union Fes- 
tival is not widely known here, so that 
any dictum from our neighbors has 
not entered into tho complexities of 
tha case. What our musical public 
fools, together with Its pride in the' 
exploits of a favorite son, is a certain 
dismay over an exceedingly clever 
'enfant terrible's' latest prank—one 
that passeth comprehension, but not 
one for which he should bo spanked. 
This hesitancy Is not confined to the 
wide-souled, 
general-principled con- 


certgoer, who knows what she likes 
and is loud to state that she dresn't 
know why (as If that Ignorance were 
a virtue); It Is In the mouths of those 
-who are cognoscenti, and admit. The 
general tenor of their remarks indi- 
cates that they miss the manifesta- 
tions of sanctity, tho peculiar sanctity 
of a symphony, that traditional sanc- 
tity 
which, 
violated, prompted 
a 


Parisian reviewer to call Chaikovsky's 
'Pathetlciue' a 'moonlight, beer-garden.1 
symphony, another to dub Alfven's 
symphony 'molasses,1 and a third, of 
imperishable fame on that account, 
to damn 
eternally Cesar Franclc'a 


symphony because It demanded an 
English horn for Its performance. 


"But not on these puerile counts do 


tho doubters hold Mr. Carpenter's 
symphony a violation, a ravishing of 
the sacrodness of consecrated things. 
It is because they demand a reason 
for the motto, written in a firm, small 
precise hand on the fly-loaf of tho 
score, 'Sermons in Stones,' other than 
that of the music. 
Well and good,' 


they argue, 'if there is a story in the 
symphony, It ought to he suggested 
For, i£ this work la measured by the 
canons of a symphony, It la not one, 
and that's all there Is to it!1

The war tax on entertainments, In- 


asmuch as 11 affects music,' Is made 
the subject of an editorial In Musical 
America, from which (he following 
excerpts are taken: 


"Tho war lax of 10 per cent on all 


concert 
and opera ticKots—compli- 


mentary as well as purchased—car- 
ries a vital menace (o tho established 
artistic and economic system of music 
giving. With so IIUlo warning has tho 
new Issue been brought about that 
artists, organizations and managers 
seem to have made no serious pro- 
vision to meet It. 
While recognizing 


tho possibilities 
of such a tax and 


probably not questioning tho funda- 
mental justice thereof, they have laid 
their plans for a record-breaking sea- 
son without estimating the full mean- 
Ing 
of such 
an unprecedented con- 


tingency. 
They preferred to exclude 


It from their calculations as vague 
and 
negligible. 
ManaKers, 
being 


sounded, arc irritated and perplexed; 
most of them predict n temporary 
general confusion and also a complete 
subversion of prospects for debutants 
and others of secondary importance. 
Thcro is no attempt to hide the pre- 
vailing inquietude". 


"As the facts of tho case are sur- 


veyed, It grows evident that tho ticket 
tax was enacted without 
sufficient 


consideration of all (he details of Its 
working. The lack of export familiar- 
ity with the processes of tho musical 
business on tho part of those who 
framed tho bill is obvious. Time will 
undoubtedly show tho unwisdom of a 
rigid enforcement of all iu, provisions, 
but until some modification is brought 
about we may expect to witness some 
unfortunate consequences, not to eay 
actual hardships. 


"Tho 
examples of England 
and 


Germany make It plain that the rules 
of such a tax cannot all bo carried out 
In the letter without provoking sc- 
vore disgrun(-lament and a greater or 
lesser 
vehemence 
of 
opposition. 


Critics, whoso, season's .supply of tick- 
ets aggregates a considerable sum, rtro 
presumably expected to puy JO cents 
on the dollar to have pro\ Islun made 
for its payment by tho papers that 
employ them or tho management or 
arlfs-t by whom tho tickets are Issued 
to them.

CIVIL WAR -SAW 
DRAFT NECESSARY 


"In the Civ^l war the North and 
South both finally were compelled 
to enact draft laws. The amount paid 
In bounties during the Civil war by 
the states and the nation to induce 
men to volunteer was $650,000,000, or 
one-quarter of the total cost of the 
war. 


"The" 
volunteers themselves were a 


splendid body of men. The world~"has 
never seen braver soldiers. 
I have 


never quarreled with the volunteers; 
it is the system that I am opposed to, 
and that, I hope, has been relegated 


"In the war with Spain the Presi- 


dent called for 200,000 men. One 
hundred and twenty-five thousand on 
the first, 75,000 on the second call, 
"VVe have never yet mustered into the 
service the full allotment. 


"When the war was over we had" 
onlr obtained 103,000 -,-pliinteers, un- 
der those two calls, according to the 
official records in the adjutant-gen- 
eral's office in Washington. 


"Now we are at war with the great- 


est military power the world has ever 
seen. We must have armies, depend- 
able armies, to meet the soldiers of 
the foe. The only way to secure them 
is through the selective draft. 


"Every man owes service to his 


country in the hour of his country's 
peril, and I am happy to think that 
all over this land of ours the young 
men are responding to the draft in 
a manner that makes us proud that 
We are Americans. 
"We must follow up this draft law 


with still another piece of legislation. 
We must write a law for universal 
military service.

OUTLINES PROGRAM. 


Backed by the commission this local 


committee has outlined a. program along 
recreation lines for Vallejo which prom- 
ises to result In that city taking its place 
among- the progressive communities of 
America which are providing recreation 
facilities for their citizens. 


The city administration of Vallejo has 


appropriated J1200 with which to furnish 
the ground floor of the present dry li- 
brary building^ as a club house for the 
enlisted men when off duty. More than 
this, the committee has secured the ap- 
proval of the city council for the calling 
of a special election on November 16 at 
which the citizens will be asked to vote 
bonds In the sum of $50,000 with which to 
erect a civic auditorium and recreation 
center for Vajleao. 


The picture reproduced herewith, from 


the plans of Architect Symmes of San 
Francisco gives a general Idea of the pro- 
posed auditorium and recreaton center. 
The site selected lies at the foot of Sac- 
ramento street adjacent to tRe water- 
front and directly facing the Mare Island 
docks. A boat landing will give direct ac- 
cess to the center from Mare Island. The 
outdoor plans pnovide for tennis, hand- 
ball and basket ball courts; also aewlm- 
mlne- cool 
Playtrrounda for the smaller 


children will De provided, me auditorium 
plans call for an outdoor stadium seating 
about 2000 people and an Indoor hall to 
seat 1000 to 1500. The entire cost of the 
structure is estimated at ?50,000. 


Toward this amount it is understood 
that the government, through the recrea- 
tion commission, will contribute a sub- 
stantial sum. Vallejo has also been ac- 
tive In securing its quota of 51200 toward 
the National Recreation Commission fund. 
A committee, comprising a number of In- 
fluential citizens, with J. M. Rodgera as 
chairman, was instrumental in making a 
successful canvass for these funds 


Another feature of the newer commun- 


ity life at Valleno is the organization of 
a chorus of 250 voices under the direc- 
tion of Frederick Schiller, conductor of 
the San Francisco Municipal orchestra, 
A number of rehearsals of this chorus 
have already been held in preparation for 
two concerts to be given at the Vallejo 
theater in December. It is also planned 
to bring this chorus to San Francisco for 
a concert ta. the Civic Auditorium com- 
plimentary to the enlisted men. R. S. 
Hart, a newspaper man of Vallejo, and 
his wife, have been especially active In 
the organization of this chorus. 


The naval T. M. C. A. at Vallejo Is pro- 


viding weekly entertainments for the en- 
listed men, having already entertained 
the Texas, Oklahoma and Nebraska con- 
tingents at their headquarters. Especial- 
ly noteworthy was the entertainment of 
the Texas boys to the number of some 
250.

Some of our trained em- 
ployees have gone to war and more 
are^m line tor enlistment. &o I deem 
It necessary to take measures at once 
to Prevent further impairment of 
Oakland's mail service. 
"Therefore, I appeal to you In a 
spirit of efficiency, to join me in a 
Bimple and workable plan to expedite 
the despatch of our mail. The plan 
Is to ask the directing bead of each 
business in Oakland to establish a 
rule that letters be brought in for 
signature- immediately when written 
and then promptly put in the mails 
instead of being held back to the end 
of the day.

ness of it day after day. And now it is 
golna to be week after week, I am afraid. 
Of course, I only have thirty days, but 
there are five women here who have been 
sentenced to seven months who, like my- 
self, are In jail merely for holding- a ban- 
ner In front of the "White House with a 
quotation 
from 
the President's own 
writings. 


EARLY IN MORNING. 


"Now that there are seventeen of us In 


adjoining cells we feel that friends are 
near and we hear their voices; but it is 
gruesome, nevertheless. At 5 o'clock in 
tlie morning the light*, are turned on, 
-which makes a glare in each cell. Noises 
Issue from all parts Of the female quart- 
ers, all save our cells, where we vainly 
strive to sleep. 
"At 1 a trurty, usually a large colored 


woman who murdered another woman, 
unlocks my door and puts In my break- 
fast, -locks the door and comes for the 
plate a couple of hours later. We get our 
lunch the same way at 11, and supper at 
5. Once or twice a week a broom is thrust 
between the bars and I brush the dust 
under the lowest bar to the best of my 


• abilitr, then return the broom. 


"1 am unusually fortunate, for I can

COLD ALL THE TIME. 


"We cannot eat much of the food, but 


they will not let our friends send us any 
that we can. "We are cold all the time. 
They gave me a second blanket, but I 
loaned it to Lucy Burns, as she is freez- 
ing. 


"Food we choke down for It Is eatable, 


dough not palatable For breakfast, raw 
pork, hunks of bread'or corn bread, gray 
boiled potatoes, a bowl of something they 
call coffee. 
We eat everything with a 


spoon, the only piece of 'silver* we get

one since I have been here.

themselves liable to prosecution. 


regulations of the licensing plan may notj 
have been received in detail by all deal- 
ers In California, their ssles from Novem- 
ber 
1 come under the licensing law. 


Hoarding and speculation are crimes arid 
may be punished severely. 


.LICENSING REGULATIONS. 


These licensing regulations, says Hoov- 


er, require that all sales by wholesalers, 
commission men, brokers and also- by re- 
tailers doing a business of more than 
$100,000 annually, be based on actual cost 
plus only a reasonable pre-war profit, 
that tradtog in futures be eliminated, and 
that resales within the trade be forbidden. 


The purpose, says Hoover, is that every 


transaction in food brings the food one 
step Tiearer to. the consumer. Hoover in 
his telegram to Merritt sets at rest ques- 
tions which have disturbed these licensed 
dealers by saying- that each particular lot 
of goods and not the present 
market:

These are~the findings of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, made public 
tonight after an investigation of- the 
wholesale baking business. They fore- 
shadow stringent rules and regula- 
tions which may be. promptly issued 
by Herbert C. Hoover, the food ad- 
ministrator, for the strict control of 
the business. 
NO FIVE-CENT IiOAF YET. 
Though the return of the five-cent 
loaf does not seem possible on this 
showing, it is confidently predicted 
that, the new rules will effect a re- 
duction in the price of the pound loaf 
which has been selling all the way 
from 10 to 20 cents. 
The cost figures given include' de- 
livery to retailers, but do not include 
either the bakers' or the retailers' 
profits 
Flour, considered at $11. a 
Bariel, • is: over jhalf the .cost,- 52 per 
cent; other ingredients make 9.1 per 
cent of the cost; manufacturing costs 
15 per cent; overhead, 6.1 per cent, 
and selling and delivering expenses 
are 16.9 per cent 
Interesting figures to show that the 
cost increases with the .size of the 
business indicate that the average 
cost to bakeries making over 20,000 
pounds a day is 7.37 cents; to those 
baking from 5000 to 20,000, 7.22 cents, 
while those baking under 5000 pounds 
get the bread out at a cost of 6.29 
cents. 


CHAIN- STORES LOWEST. 
The lower costs for the chain store 
bakeries are attributed to their econ- 
omies in selling .-methods. They av- 
erages but "5.84:-cents.-.:per pound. 


• The general .tendency of the infor- 
mation gathered is'.to the effect that 
the bakers making the most kinds of 
bread have the highest costs. The 
commission recommends the abandon- 
ment of restaurant sandwich, hearth- 
baked and special bread. 
The larger loaves, the commission 
finds, are of better quality and tex- 
ture, keep better and are more eco- 
nomical for the average family. It 
strongly recommends standardization 
of this size.

In urging but one delivery a day to 
retailers, the commission points out 
that this will automatically cut out 
the large numbers of competitive de- 
liveries made by rival bakers to the

Air Program Hits Piano Industry 
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Music Materials Used For Planes 


That the manufacture of airplanes 


In accordance Trtth the big1 govern- 
ment program, a portion of which will 
fall to Oakland aad local Industries, 
will cripple the manufacture of pianos 
and mjwe the musical industry in 
general is the statement of musical in- 
strument manufacturers, 
who are 


drawing- parallels between airplane" 
manufacture and musical instrument 
manufacture aa a result of the Indus- 
trial survey which, the Chamber of 
Commerce is making. 


The survey is for the purpose of de- 


termining- what industries are able to 
manufacture the different parts of air- 
planes which are to be turned out 
from Oakland factories under Federal 
supervision. 
Also the kind, of work 


they can do and the manner in which 
it can be done. A tabulation of this 
xecord is to be submitted to the Fed- 


Tlie manufacture of airplanes fol- 


lowa the same line as that of pianos, 
It Is said, Light, -well-seasoned -woods, 
strong wire of special size and dura- 
bility, the use of certain linen, and 
other parts, and in the workmanship 
and finish necessary. In addition tho 
monster scope of the government pro- 
gram will have a tendency to still 
further deplete the stock of certain 
raw materials which are needed in 
Instrument manufacture. 


Finished walnut, mahogany 
and 


spruce are used for both plane manu- 
facture and that of instruments. The 
physical requirements, of structural 
perfection however, ara so great that 
there is a high percentage of waste in 
the airplane work in order to keep the 
machines at the maximum of effi- 
ciency. In some instances this waste 
amounts to as high as two-fifths of 
tho entire amount of material used in 
the manufacture of an entire airplane. 


Among the materials of which a 


Is imminent is glue, which is 


used in vast quantities 
Piano wire at 


the ra'e of nine pounds for every ma- 
chine as against four pounds for every 
piano made, will make a considerable 
difference In the piano wire market, 
notwithstanding special arrangements 
for a stanoaraizeu output which, the 
government Is making with the wire 
manufacturers of the country. 


Already the government is cutting 


Into the piano Iudustr> with a demand 
for the expert skill of the master 
woodw orkers to turn their attention so 
the government's war plane woxk. 
These men of shop and workroom, who 
have spent their lived portectin^ the 
art of fine woodwork for instrument 
manufacture, are to be utilized to do 
equally g-ood work in the manufacture 
of war planes to bring down the Boche 
fivers across the water. It is these 
men, taken from the piano industry, 
iat will put the finishing touches on 
the great military penguins. 


In addition, the- great aemajid for 


linen. 1000 yards of which are used, 
on c.n average, on every airplane 


work a shortage in tha linen sup- 


ply, which In addition to the wood 
demanded for the great bulk of the 
work, will materially affect Oakland

FILIPINOS FOB AMERICA. 


Hon, Manuel Quezon, president of the Philippine 


Senate, in addressing that body a few days ago, 
urged that the Filipino people espouse the cause of

even more at stake in this conflict than America 
herself, for by a defeat of the orm«e of this country 
the Filipinos stood to lose all their hopes of liberty. 


Senator Quezon is familiarly known to the people 


of the United States. For several years he _was 
territorial delegate to Congress from the Philip- 
pines and the directing head of the propaganda'for 
complete political independence for the people of 
those islands. When, in 1915, the Congress enacted 
the Jones bill, giving the Filipinos a notable ex- 
tension of self-government, but indicating that it 
was the intention of the United States to postpone 
the withdrawal of all benevolent American powers 
in the Philippines until further and satisfactory 
evidence of the capacity of the people for stable 
self-government was forthcoming, Mr. Quezon went 
home with the promise that he would never return

French word ''Camouflage." especial- 
ly with periodical editors and humor- 
ists, has caused everyone to ask, and 
usually in vain, Just -whence it came 
and what it means.^ 


Precipitated from the miscellany of 


French -wartime neology, "Camou- 


in the English language by English 
speaking correspondents at the front 
Yia the cables, it made its way to 
America, whe^s it -was flung In the 
face of every newspaper reader of 
the Nation, and for a time TV as ac- 
corded no more attention than 5s given 
to a notable Incognito But not long, 
for soon it began to be selected for 
re-use and a few bolder Americans 
attempted to pronounce it. Again and | 
again, the word -was pickedtup and[ 
made use of and soon it began to have 
an intoxicating effect upon its ad- 
mirers, eliciting a multiplicity of al- 
leged meanings, derivations, ~us.es and 
'pronunciations. 


Among the most common of the 


meanings assigned to "Camouflage" 
are "brush-fooling," "protective paint- 
ing," "deceiving by color," "disguis- 
ing," etc. Some even have gone so 
far as to analyze tha word Italian, and 
to name as its parent the commonly 
used 
Italian verb, "camuffare"—to 


disguise or to feign. No wonder that 
this comparison was made, since the 
resemblance of the two words is plain. 
But "camouflage" bears no direct re- 
lationship 
to the similar appearing 


Italian -word. 
Again, 
others have 


pointed out that "camouflage" Is akin 
to the Sjanish "camelar"—a word of 
obscure, gypsy origin, meaning collo- 
quially to deceive or to seduce by flat- 
tery. 
This comparison, likewise, is 


woj-thless^ in spite of the fact that one 
finds in early Spanish such words as 
"camelo," a joke or deception; "came- 
lea," shrub (and in ancient Iberian 


"eamlete," a ESS"-" _gyn); any of 
•whici might lead a- superficial ob- 
server to suspect that the new French 
word were of Castllian persuasion. 
"Camouflage" Is admittedly "related to 
some of these romance words, but it 
does not have to answer directly to 
any one of them. It is the natural 


known form of which is "camouflet" 
{pronounced camm-oo-flay). Now, 
"camouflet" In ordinary speech, and 
originally, means "to blow a pufl of 
smoke 
in the face of one who" is 


asleep," and hence, an insult or af- 
front. 
The word was also used as 


a term of military art, being- probably 
selected on account of its popular 
meaning of "a joke,"~"j-ebuff" or "af- 
front." 
This military art, which 


"camouflet" was made to designate, 
was the preparation of a small exca- 
vation or a chamber In the likely 
path of the attacking enemy, covered 
over 
and concealed from view by 


boughs of trees, leaves, earth, etc. The 
object was to trap the besieging pa- 
trol which passed over the "camou- 
flet," by the caving in of the artificial 
coverings of the trench. 
From this 


practice of concealing a fougade by 
branches of trees, leaves, and brush, 
came the more advanced idea of us- 
ing the same materials to hide the 
heavy artillery from view. 
As tha 


present war. continued the advancing 
art wag supplemented by the use of all 
kinds of decorative materials, such 
as cement plaster, paint, canvas, and 
dummies made with light wooden 
frames. 
With the expansion of tha 


art came the creating of a slightly 
different word to comprehend the new 
meanings. 
"Camouflet" easily pro- 


duced "camouflage," which is as new 
and as cosmopolite as are new and re- 
sourceful the facilities of tha mili- 
tary

The electrolysis of the main, which 


Is about two blocks in length, was 
detected through a suddea break. In- 
vestigation disclosed the fact that 
the pipe was eaten through in places 
by a wandering electric current some- 
•tthere In the vicinity. 
Electricians 


who have been at work with a crew of 
men for several days are of the opin- 
ion that the leak comes from the San 
Francisco-Oakland Terminal railways' 
tracks along the Twelfth street dam. 


If is the opinion of the engineers 
that the return current from the op- 
eration of the street cars, which ordi- 
narily returns to the power house 
through the rails, has -discovered an 
easier path through the water main. 
which runs nearby, and connects with 
the water In Lake Merrltt and the 
Oakland estuary. Water is known to 
be an excellent conductor of,vagrant 
currents in this manner. 


Unless the source of the leak, which 


is a common occurrence in many clues, 
can be determined, it may be neces- 
sary to replace the huge main at a 
cost of thousands of dollars. There 
•nill be no guarantee that If this Is 
done the new main will not be eaten 
up by the electrio action in a simi- 
lar manner. A break In the main sur- 
face due to the eating away of the 
pipes, would make necessary the use 
of salt water from the lake for high 
•pressure purposes. This would cause 
incalculable damage, say firemen, to 
fabrics, wood and mercantile mate- 
rials, if the salt water .had to be 
used .In downtown fires. 


Several cities, faced with similar 


conditions, have been forced to call 
in the assistance of the Federal Bu- 
reau in order to cope with the situ- 
ation. The men at work on the prob- 
lem now are endeavoring to tind out 
just what the extent of the electroly- 
sis is. One. known hole, the size of an 
ordinary walnut, -was eaten through 
the steel shell of the mam, and others 
are beginning to show.

The first and most important is to 


have and use skid chains whenever 
conditions require their use. No man 
should ever drive a car. winter or 
summer, without skid chains being 
part of the equipment They require 
but little room in the tool box or under 
the seat compartments and will be of 
Immense value If handy when needed. 
You might carry ther.i for years ana 
be able to gx t out of difficulty without 
them, but there always comes a time 
when the^r use is Imperative. 


Good, anti-skid tires are also of 


value to the motor car driver, and 
especially on the paved-streets prove 
their dependability. It is on the muddy 
roads, however, that chains insure 
traction. 


"When driving1 around town In rainy 


weather, especially during the first 
rains of the season", when the streets 
are in their slickest conditions, it is 
advisable to drive slow—very slow. 


By driving: slow you might be some- 


what late in keeping your engagement 
but you are at least more or less sure 
you will not tie knots around some 
telegraph post with your.car.

Battery Service Is Taught 


New Auto School Designed 


"What is probably one of the most' 


unique factory technical schools in the 
United States has ,just finished Its first 
semester in Cleveland. It is the school 
maintained by the WlUard Storage .Bat- 
tery Company to teach Wlllard sorrtoe 
men how to give battery service, 


A considerable section of the Chester 


avenue service station has been parti- 
tioned off and given over entirely to this 
school which is in charge of Mr. H. B. 
•Witwer, a-thoroughly practical storage 
battery expert. The school consists of a' 
lecture-room end= a thoroughly equipped 
end up-to-date- laboratory work shop. 
The pupHs'come from all over-the coun- 


try.

He goes right down to the v«ry 
beginning, giving his pupils a thorough 
grounding in the theoretical side of elec- 
tricity, the theory of the storage bat- 
tery, the different types of storage bat- 
teries made and possible to be made, etc. 
At the same time paralleling this work 
each member gets a thorough drilling' in 
the practical work of the storage bat- 
tery. 
Batteries In various stages of decrepi- 


tude are: brought in and dissected and 
the men see with their own eyes, actual 
examples of the subject which the lecture 
Immediately preceding has treated.' 


Batteries are charged under various 


condition*, still other batteries are de- 
liberately abused and then dissected so 
that the men might have a chance to see 
the effect of the various kinds of abuse. 


A most Interesting experiment ia done 
with a number of battery cells. These 
cells are-assembled in glass jars Instead 
of the .regular rubber jars, and are made 
to duplicate as nearly as possible actual 
working conditions. Then. In each.one of 
these cells-Is dropped some foreign sub- 
stance, nitric add i In one; Balamonlao In 
another: hydrochloric acid In another; 
etc. The results-of this abuse are care- 
fully noted and tabulated. 
Efforts are 
made to -determine the chemical re- 
action and "its effect upon the output of 
the battery. 
The practical purpose of 
this eiperimenf, of; course, ia" to enable 
the battery man not only-to .recognize 
immediately if any foreign substance, has 
-been .put into a battery but to be able 
to explain .precisely' what that foreign 
substance.does and where the particular 
harm/comes. 


The .by-products,-so to speak, of battery 
sK-vice, are also gone into. 
For in- 


stance,, .there are Instructions in -lead 
burning, lectures on the theory of, and 
practice with various Instruments .for 
measuring electrical force.

It 
will be necessary .to reduce the output 
of passenger cars, although no specific re- 
duction has been ordered or planned.

IS" THE ABSENCE OF A JACK. 
The writer recently had the mis- 


fortune to have the lifting jack re- 
moved from his car during the night 
and unaware of it drove Into the 
country the following day, only to 
have a blowout occur on the open 
road. The wheel was raised first by 
driving it upon a flat rock, suitably 
placed. "With the wheel in this posi- 
tion was a question merely of looking 
around the roadside for another rock 
or log which could be placed under 
the raised axle. When found, the flat 
rock was forced out by means of a 
sledge and the wheel thus remained 
off the ground ready for the mount- 
ing of the new tire.

The gear ratio properly is the ratio of 


the number of teeth on one gear to the 
number on the g-ear In mesh with it. In 
cars the gear ratio as usually piven re- 
fers to the ratio in the rear axle. Thus 
4 to 1 means that there are four times 
as many teeth on the large ring- grear 
as there are on the,driving pinion. This 
means that when the car is in direct 
drive the engine will turn over four times 
to one revolution of the rcjir wheels. 


When in fecond or first speed thera is 


an additional reduction in the transmis- 
sion. If the reduction in the transmis- 
sion on first speed is " to 3 and in tho 
rear axle 4 to 1, then the total reduction i 
is 3 x 4 or 12 to 1. This means that in 
first speed the engine turns over twelve 
times every time the rear wheels turn 
over once.

On the other hand, it has been reported 
that the state has found new evidence 
which counsel for the prosecution expects 
will strengthen their case materially.
